past his house before daylight; he wnnt« 
to go with me. Bnckesto and I were on 
friendly terms. We had a few words 
once; I worked with Backcsto after the 
difficulty. I was at Berne on the 24th 
of April; did not get shaved at Carters 
that day; went home on train about : 
o'clock; got off at Monroe Center; wen 
irom there home. Davis Smith went to 
Berne with nie; we walked on the rail 
road track. I had been injured in my 
back a few days before at a house rais- 
ing, and got it plastered nt Berne. Three 
men came to my house the night of the 
23rd of April after midnight; said they 
were sent there by Milt Locke to stai 
over night; they said they were relate) 
to my wife; she said they were not re- 
lated to her. They asked if Locke had 
written to me eiid said they wanted to 
to set up a tile mill. One of the men 
was large; about six feet tall and had 
mo stache; his whiskers were about two 
weeks old; had grey clothes; the other 
man was dressed in sack coat, between 
black and blue; he was short and hoary 
net; talked a little Irish; never saw the 
men after they left my house. Davis 
Smith got home on the 24th of April, 
after dark. He went to ,bed on floor 
withOllie Went; he stayed there all 
night. Sarah Jane Richards came during 
uight to borrow some whisky; she 
got it tor George Richards' wife, who 
was sick. Didn't see Went that day 
nor night Was not at Baakeato's nor 
Wagner's that night. Had a convent- 
ion with Smith the morning of the day 
[ was arrested. He told me he hac 
taken the strange men as tar as Smith'* 
cross road, that they had given him two 
dollars and win to send him a gold 
watch, because he had shown them to 
Wagner'* and Backosto's. I wore gam 
pool* all that winter, had no leather 
»ots with a patch across the toes. I 
lad a revolver about that time, it was a 
thirty-two calibre, never had a forty-four 
revolver in my hand* in my life. I heard 
on Sunday before I was arrrated that I 
was suspected on account of my having 
wen seen with the strange men. I never 
took a gnu and waited for Baokesto, was 
not afraid to m«et Backcsto without a 
:un. 
I had a conversation with Bnffen 


berger, I never told him I would put 
any of his enemys ontof the way for $20.
